sh ips will be willing to su bo rdinate th emselv es 
to new patterns; th at Co ngress will be willing 
to co pe with th e co mplicatio ns o f o v erlapping 
so v ereignties. 
To su ch do u bts th ere can be bu t o ne answer. 
Go v ernment in th e United States belo ngs to th e 
peo ple, no t to th e state. So v ereignty rests with 
th e citizens, wh o can h av e any kind o f go v ern­ 
ment th ey want.

President Jam es Mo nro e dispo sed o f th is no n­ 
sense in 1923 by letting it be kno wn th ro u gh 
diplo matic ch annels th at th e United States wo u ld 
take a dim v iew o f any Eu ro pean po wer wh ich 
fo o led aro u nd with po litics o n th is side o f th e 
No rth and So u th Atlantic. Th en to make su re th e 
co nspirato rs wo u ld no t miss th e po int, h e merely

Th e Mo nro e Do ctrine was far fro m precise, 
bu t th e po litical meddlers o f th e Old Wo rld h ad 
no tro u ble u nderstanding wh at it meant.

Du ring th e nex t fo u r y ears h e will try to bro ad 
en its appeal so it can stand with o u t h is per­ 
so nal po pu larity .

“small bu siness” so th at th o se 
firms earning aro u nd $25,000 to 
$50,000 a y ear may get a sligh tly 
lo wer tax rate. Bu t th at’s no real 
relief. 
It is infinitesimal and do es no t 
reliev e th e main bu rden — th e ne­ 
cessity o f pay ing natio nal scales o f 
u nio n wages irrespectiv e o f lo wer 
co sts o f liv ing in small to wns and 
ru ral sectio ns wh ere many small 
plants are lo cated. 
To day labo r u nio ns fix th e co sts 
fo r th e small - bu siness man. 
Wh eth er o r no t h e h as u p-to -date 
mach inery , h e h as to pay th e same 
natio nal wage rates th at th e large 
bu siness pay s. 
Indeed, th e prev ailing wage rates 
are fix ed in nego tiatio n with th e 
big bu sinesses and th en th e small­ 
er o ne h av e to pay th e scale o r 
clo se to it, ju st th e same. 


NOBODY IN CONGRESS h as 
h ad th e temerity to pro po se th at 
th ere be su bstantial differentials in 
wage scales so as to benefit th e 
smaller bu sinesses. No r is any bo dy 
intro du cing bills to pro h ibit labo r 
u nio ns fro m apply ing wage rates 
o n a natio nal basis. No co mmittee 
o f Co ngress u nder th e Demo crats 
ev er wo u ld v entu re to inv estigate 
th is su bject, y et it’s at th e h eart 
o f present-day difficu lties fo r small 
bu siness. 
Labo r u nio ns are ex empt to day 
fro m th e ju risdictio n o f th e anti- 
mo no po ly and anti-tru st laws and 
th ey can do as th ey please in fix ­ 
ing, by co ncerted actio n th ro u gh o u t 
th e co u ntry , th e labo r co sts th at 
small as well as large bu siness 
mu st pay . 
In fact, all bu sinesses face no t 
o nly th is mo no po ly bu t in many 
instances a mo no po ly o n labo r 
membersh ip th ro u gh th e impo sitio n 
o f restrictio ns o n h o w many ap­ 
prentices may be accepted each 
y ear. If a small plant tries to h ire 
no n-u nio n labo r, it ru ns into bo y ­ 
co tt tro u bles. 
Th is tigh t h o ld o n th e labo r su p­ 
ply and natio nal wage scales giv es 
“big u nio nism” tremendo u s po wer 
in th e eco no mic sy stem o f to day 
and y et th e Demo crats — wh o 
claim to be “th e party o f th e peo ­ 
ple” — do no th ing fo r th e v ast 
nu mber o f wo rkers wh o se jo bs are 
being jeo pardized no w by rising 
co sts. 
THE MAIN REASON fo r th is in­ 
difference o f th e Demo crats is th at 
th ey get th e bu lk o f th eir campaign 
co ntribu tio ns fro m “ big u nio nism. 


Th at’s wh y th e Demo cratic party ? 
in Co ngress refu ses to tackle th e 
pro blem o f th e labo r mo no po ly . 
Th e pligh t o f small bu siness ir. 
America is indeed serio u s. Th e def­ 
initio n by members o f Co ngress o f 
wh at is “small bu siness” is inade­ 
qu ate. It u su ally applies to th e 
bu sinesses wh ich emplo y less th an 
20 perso ns. 
Acco rding to th e latest av ailable 
figu res, th ere are, fo r instance, 
o nly 8 ,8 8 7,000 perso ns emplo y ed in 
th e 3,8 65,000 establish ments th at 
h av e 20 o r less emplo y es. 
Th e figu res sh o w also th ere are 
21,523,000 perso ns emplo y ed in th e 
4,060,740 bu siness establish ments 
th an emplo y less th an 500 perso ns. 
Th is co mpares with 16,8 67,000 em­ 
plo y es in th e 6,560 bu siness estab­ 
lish ments th at emplo y 500 o r mo re 
perso ns. 
As fo r th e v ario u s tax bills no w 
being pro po sed fo r “small bu si­ 
ness” relief, th ey wo u ld mean a 
sav ing o f $2,000 in tax es to each 
firm earning $25,000 a y ear and 
abo u t $1,700 to each co mpany earn­ 
ing aro u nd $50,000 a y ear. Bu t th e 
co mpanies abo v e th o se brackets 
wo u ld be so aked to make u p th e 
difference in inco me to th e treas­ 
u ry . 
Instead o f redu cing th e co rpo rate 
tax fro m its present rate o f 52 per 
cent, th e plans o f th o se wh o claim 
to be co ncerned with “small bu si­ 
ness” wo u ld indeed penalize many 
h u ndreds o f th o u sands o f su ch 
firms with a tax rate o f 54 per 
cent. 


IT IS EVIDENT already th at th e 
present h igh tax es are damaging 
many small bu sinesses. Fo r a co m­ 
pany th at is making $500,000 a y ear 
in an indu stry wh ere th e big fel­ 
lo ws are making 10 millio n do llars 
o r mo re a y ear is really a “small 
bu siness” and needs to be permit­ 
ted to pu t aside mo re and mo re 
su rplu s each y ear in o rder to bu y 
u p-to -date equ ipment and stay in 
th e co mpetitiv e race. 
To day liqu id assets in American 
co mpanies h av e been drawn do wn 
to th e lo west po int reach ed since 
th e war y ears. Th at’s becau se 
tax es are so h igh th at th e amo u nts 
set aside each y ear fo r su rplu s are 
no t eno u gh to fu rnish th e fu nds 
needed fo r ex pansio n with o u t draw­ 
ing o n wo rking capital. 
Already many bu sinesses h av e 
fo r th is reaso n cu rtailed o r aban­ 
do ned ex pansio n plans. Th is, o f 
co u rse, giv es th e big co mpanies 
th eir ch ance to go ah ead with new 
plant and equ ipment wh ich , in 
tu rn, redu ces th eir co sts. 
SOME 
DAY 
CONGRESS 
will 
wake u p and find o u t wh at is h ap­ 
pening to 
“small 
bu siness” 
in 
America and will be co mpelled by 
ev ents to cu t all co rpo rate tax es. 
If th e rate co u ld co me do wn 
again to 25 per cent, it wo u ld h elp 
all small bu sinesses and wo u ld 
mean th e biggest stimu lu s to em­ 
plo y ment America h as ev er ex peri­ 
enced. 
It wo u ld permit th e h igh est wage 
lev els ev er attained. Fo r a tax cu t 
acro ss th e bo ards wo u ld benefit all 
th e small bu sinesses and at th e 
same time wo u ld h av e a fav o rable 
effect o n th e eco no mic statu s o f 
almo st ev ery bo dy emplo y ed. 
It wo u ld bring in th e h igh est rec­ 
o rd o f tax receipts ev er co llected 
fro m bu siness since th e inco me tax 
was enacted.

w h o , as Marx ­ 
ists, despised natio nalism and pa­ 
trio tism, h av e beco me intensely 
natio nalistic, no t o nly in 
S o v i e t 
Ru ssia bu t in each o f th e satellite 
co u ntries. 
And with in So v iet Ru ssia, th e 
go v ernment and party h av e tried 
to ex tirpate all ev idences o f min- 


o rity differences ev en as Czarist 
Ru ssia tried to ex tirpate all ev i 
dences o f mino rity differences ev en 
as Czarist Ru ssia tried to do in 
th e same areas and to th e same 
peo ples. 


TODAY, ARAB natio nalism is 
asserting itself mo re effectiv ely 
th an it ev er h as in Islam’s h is­ 
to ry and it h as, du ring th e past 
y ear, giv en ev idence o f greater po ­ 
tency th an ev er befo re bu t it is 
no t realistic becau se ju st as Pan- 
Slav ism co u ld nev er bind all th e 
Slav ic peo ples into 
a 
u nit, 
so 
th ere is no ev idence th at Pan- 
Arabism o r Pan-Islam can bind 
Iraq (Baby lo nia) to Egy pt o r Sau di 
Arabia to Lebano n. 
Th ere is plenty o f h isto ry beh ind 
th ese differences. 
Realistically it needs to h e faced

tio ns requ esting su ch aid “sh all ne 
co nso nant with th e treaty o bliga­ 
tio ns o f th e United States and 
with th e Ch arter o f th e 
U n i t e d 
Natio ns and actio ns and reco m­ 
mendatio ns 
o f 
th e 
United 
Na­ 
tio ns.” 
In hi:> statement Secretary Du l­ 
les u ndersco red th ese wo rds by 
say ing: 
“Co o rdinatio n with th e United 
Natio ns wo u ld be fu rth er assu red 
by a pro v isio n th at any 
U n i t e d 
States u se o f fo rce sh all be co n­ 
so nant with th e actio ns and reco m­ 
mendatio ns o f th e United Natio ns.” 
Secretary Du lles is a lawy er— 
an eminent lawy er — wh o h as been 
emplo y ed fo r many y ears in a 
wo rldwide practice. Bu t h e fails to 
make it clear wh eth er by th is lim­ 
itatio n h e and th e President are 
asking any th ing mo re in th e na­ 
tu re o f au th o rity th an wh at th ey 
already h av e.

If th is means th at th e Assembly 
(fo r it is certain th at th e Secu r­ 
ity Co u ncil in su ch a s itu a tio n 


wo u ld be rendered po werless by a 
Ru ssian v eto ) mu st au th o rize ac­ 
tio n, th e h andicap th u s impo sed o n 
any pro mpt military actio n is al­ 
mo st insu perable. 
Th e Assembly is no t alway s in 
sessio n and to get it to geth er fo r 
su ch a pu rpo se wo u ld take a co n­ 
siderable time. 
Indeed, to impo se th is restrictio n 
wo u ld be mo re serio u s th an a 
pro mise to get au th o rity fro m Co n­ 
gress befo re acting. Fo r th ese are 
no t h o rse-and-bu ggy day s. 
Co ngress is in sessio n generally 
fro m Janu ary to Au gu st. Wh en it 
is no t in sessio n it can be called 
to geth er in a matter o f a few day s. 
And it can be taken fo r granted 
th at it wo u ld agree to any requ est

Wilkinson at Oklahoma before tak­ 
ing the Nebraska job a year ago, 
is the middle man in the con­ 
troversy. 
He has a polite “ no comment” 
reply to all questions about it. 
He doesn’t deny, however, that 
he’s been contacted by Washing­ 
ton 
officials 
and 
has 
talked 
“ coaching” with a representative 
©f the Pacific Coast Conference 
school. 
N ebraska’s athletic director, Bill 
Orwig, charged Thursday Wash­ 
ington had followed an unethical 
procedure in soliciting Elliott as 
successor to Darrell Royal, who 
recently 
took 
over 
the 
head 
coach’s job at the University of 
Texas. 
Orwig said he felt “ a school 
seeking the services of an em ­ 
ploye 
of 
another 
school 
should 
show the courtesy of first con­ 
tacting the head man of the de­ 
partm ent involved.” 
George 
Briggs, 
Washington’s 
athletic director, said: 
“ The football coaching job at 
my school is wide open. I’m still 
interviewing people.” 
Briggs 
acknowledged 
he 
con­ 
tacted Elliott about the coaching 
job last month. He said he first 
called Orwig but Orwig wasn’t 
reachable at the time. 
The pot still was boiling with 
rum ors over a num ber of other 
f o o t b a l l 
coaching 
vacancies, 
among them the jobs at Califor­ 
nia, Indiana, Southern California, 
and Houston. 
As for the convention itself, the 
im portant 
m atters 
of recruiting 
procedures and financial aid to 
student athletes were before the 
general assembly of the NCAA 
I t’s considered unlikely, however, 
there will be any fireworks on 
these m atters on the floor of the 
convention. 
Thursday, Tom Hamilton, ath­ 
letic director at the University of 
Pittsburgh and chairm an of the 
Youth Fitness Committee, advised 
the nation’s athletic leaders they 
should increase their efforts and 
expenditures 
to 
avoid 
putting 
American youth in a bad state of 
affairs. 
The committee, in its report 
pointed out fewer than 50 per cent 
of high school boys and girls re­ 
ceive physical education and said 
if the colleges don’t take the lead 
the national program instituted by 
President Eisenhower m ay die.

According to figures released by 
Harold Green, supervisor of fire­ 
arm s and water safety for the Ohio 
Division ot Wilddife. there were 9€ 
hunting casualties during 1956. 
During the upland game sea 
son, 63 casualties were reported 
and 24 occurred during the squir­ 


rel season. There was only one 
casualty during the deer season 
and one during the waterfowl sea­ 
son. Five casualties were listed 
as miscellaneous and two t o o k 
place while hunting woodchucks. 
Youthful hunters were responsi­ 
ble for many of the hunting cas­ 


ualties, either as the m an behind 
the gun or on the receiving end of 
the discharge. Of persons injured, 
47 per cent were 19 years of age 
or under. Forty-nine per cent of 
the 
casualties 
involved 
hunters 
having less than five years of ac­ 
tual hunting experience in the field 
One-fourth of all casualties were 
self-inflicted and included: shootei 
stumbling and falling with a load­ 
ed weapon, crossing fence or othei 
obstacle with loaded weapon, trig­ 
ger catching on brush or other ob­ 
ject and taking loaded gun from 
vehicle. 
The Ohio Division of Wildlife has 


continued to cooperate with the 
National Rifle Association and the 
National Education Association and 
others in carrying on an intensive 
Hunter Safety Program like the 
one sponsored in Salem by the Sa 
lem Hunting Club.

1,640 Are Jailed 
In County In '56 


LISBON — Ex-sheriff Howard J. 
Clark reported today that $64,- 
737.94 was collected in 1956 by 
the sheriff’s department on orders 
issued in common pleas, probate 
and juvenile courts, and the de­ 
partment turned over $6,571.79 to 
the county general fund. 
A total of 1,640 prisoners were 
jailed in 1956 compared with 676 in 
1955. The jail served 29,192 meals 
for a total cost of $6,916.37. 
The average feeding cost per 
month was $576.36, or an average 
cost of 72 cents per day per pri­ 
soner, including the cook’s salary 
and fuel. 
rThe sheriff’s department investi­ 
gated 99 cases, including 46 break­ 
ing and enterings; 13, larceny; 3, 
burglaries; 2, armed robberies; 2, 
assaults; 4, suicides; 5, rapes; 5, 
accidental shootings; I, accidental 
drowning; and 18, vandalism. 
Deputies conveyed 17 prisoners 
to Woodside Hospital in Youngs­ 
town; 15, Massillon State Hospi­ 
tal; 4, Lima State Hospital; 23, 
Ohio State Penitentiary; 15, Mans­ 
field Reformatory; I, Boys Indus­ 
trial School; I, State School for 
Feeble Minded; I, Leech Farm 
Mental 
Institution;

County 
Home. 
The radio system handled 39,426
